The CPS (Central Products for Shooters) 
operation, which is headed by well-known 
benchrest personality Walt Pereira, is 
located at 435 Route 18, East Brunswick, 
New Jersey 08816, and the CPS phone 
number is (201) 390-8825. 

There are currently four benchrest ac- 
tions offered by CPS. 

Two of these, the ALV and AHV, are 
made from aircraft grade aluminum 
(7075-T-6) over a prehardened steel full- 
length insert. The full length steel insert 
provides steel lug ways for the bolt to move 
through. The steel insert is shrink-fitted into 
the aluminum billet, for an extremely tight 
fit, and then the heat fitted billet is machined 
as a unit. 

The ALV/AHV actions have machined, 
aligned standard type scope bases as an 
integral part of the action. Bushnell Trophy 
rings fit perfectly, and are recommend by 
the action maker. 

Both actions use the CPS bolt, with an 
ultra-light firing pin, for fast lock time. The 
bolt has a 30 degree cone bolt face, a sliding 
extractor, a light weight cocking shroud, 
and a fluted bolt. 

The ALV (aluminum light varmint) model 
has an overall length of 8% inches, weighs 
2 pounds and 2 ounces, is 1 1/2 inches in 
width, and carries a barrel thread of 1 1/16 
x 18. Current price of the ALV action is 
$375.00. It is available with the three 
common bolt faces (.222, PPC, .308), and 
like all CPS actions, itis available with either 
left hand bolt, or a right hand bolt... . and 
either left or right loading port, or any 
combination thereof. . . . at no difference in 
price. 

The AHV (aluminum heavy varmint) looks 
a bit like an overgrown ALV. However the 
action length is 10 1/4 inches, and the 
weight is 3 1/4 pounds, while the action in 
1.950 wide on the bottom. Walt knows of 
only two conventional stocks wide enough 
at present time to handle this action .... 
H&S makes one (Keystone Supply, a P.S. 
advertiser, is an H&S distributor), and R&M 
Precision (a P.S. advertiser) makes the 
other. Current price of the AHV action is 
$425.00. 

. The SLV (steel light varmint) seems likely 
to be the workhorse of the line, and an 
odds-on cinch to be the best seller. It is 
made of steel, 8 3/8 inches in length, with 
a 1.420 outside diameter, and weighs 2 
pounds and 2 ounces (34 ounces). As a 
point of reference, Stuart Otteson, in his 
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The ALV action. 


excellent book ‘‘Benchrest Actions and 
Triggers’, says that the Remington 40x BR 
weighs 33.6 ounces. The price is an, ex- 
tremely attractive $325.00 for the SLV, 

Just being introduced, as this is written, 
is a new action, the SHV (steel, heavy 
varmint), on which your writer is a bit shy 
on details, but it will be a scaled-up SLV, 
with an outside diameter of 1.750 inch. The 
price for this new model action is scheduled 
to be $350.00. For those who are thinking 
of going the cruiser route, the 1,300 inch of 
barrel thread should certainly give you 
some rigidity. 

In the discussion with Walt Pereira, and 
his associate, Lee Paulison, | made a few

sophy on the subject of rifle actions. All bolt 
actions, when all is said and done, are doing 
a take-off of the original Paul Mauser de- 
sign, opposed locking lugs et al. Walt 
Pereira says that he has reviewed a lot of 
actions in his time, and each was unique in 
itself, with its own pluses and minuses, and 
its own charisma. He always was fas- 
cinated with the original 
Shilen-SS&D-Dewey action; he particularly 
liked the smooth primary action afforded by 
the double radius set-up (the large radius on 
the receiver, the smaller radius on the bolt 
handle) .... it made for smooth as silk 
extraction. 

Another point of pride is the non pro-

truding bolt stop, spring-loaded, ball 
bearing. Pull the bolt back to eject the 
cartridge, it stops where it ought to. Give it 
areal good tug, and out it comes. Walt says 
that the first time that he saw this set up, 
it was on a Ferguson action (ah, memories 
of Millerton!), and then it was lost to the 
world. It has returned, even as | speak to 
you now! More Pereira mumblings: | believe 
that the full length rail and a relatively 
smaller bolt gives me a more rigid receiver, 
putting the weight into the receiver, rather 
than the bolt, which adds nothing to the 
rigidity of the action. | also use a minimum 
sized loading port, to give as much rigidity 
as possible to the action. A larger loading 
port, for those with real large fingers, is 
available on request. (There’s no extra 
charge; so what else is new?) Walt then got 
a bit complicated for a fellow that manages 
an insurance agency, but anyway he said: 
‘the thirty degree angle of the SLV action 
makes for smoother feeding, and is also 
easier on the assembling gunsmith. The 
inverted cone on the end of the barrel is the 
same angle as the pitch of the threads, the 
same angle as the lathe compound thread 
is set at.” | didn’t understand too much of 
that, but Walt said that the guy doing the 
barreling job certainly would both un- 
derstand it, and appreciate it. 

The other products of CPS that are not 
without their points of interest. 

The first of these is a milled aluminum, 
stress relieved, skeleton stock. Two basic 
versions are available .... a light varmint 
model (1 pound, 15 ounces), or a heavy 
varmint model (3 pounds, 1 ounce). Either 
is available at a price of $100.00. Other 
accessories are available for those who 
wish to get complicated about their ske- 
leton stocks.

The basic aluminum skeleton stock is set 
up for a flat bottomed stock, such as the 
ALV, the AHV, or the Shilen DGA. For those 
who wish to use a cylindrical action, a half 
sleeve mounting cradle is available, at a 
$40.00 price, and that solves that. 

Surely there is no cheaper stock available 
today. The shooter buys an epoxy kit, glues 
on his flat bottomed action, using two screw 
holes already in the stock to hold it while the 
glue is setting, and that’s it. With con- 
ventional stocks, you 1.) buy the stock, 2.) 
bed it, 3.) glue in action, 4.) paint the darn 
thing. Obviously the CPL aluminum ske- 
leton stock is going to get you out of it pretty 
cheaply. But in candor, the stock is not for 
everyone. Some will like it, some will hate 
it. Insome ways the new shooter, who does 
not have a lot of old shooting habits to break 
will find it easier to deal with. 

Finally, CPS offers a 30 degree cone bolt 
replacement bolt for Remington actions at 
a price of $125.00. 

The CPS product line is interesting as all 
get out to the benchrest shooter who wants 
true quality without mortgaging the old 
homestead.

EUROPE ’84 


American Benchresters Take Part In Major Events In Germany and France 


The DC-8 is an old bird, insofar as today’s 
aircraft go. | couldn’t help but think it ap- 
propriate that | was sitting on one last 
September on my way to Germany, via 
Iceland and Luxembourg — I’m a bit of an 
old bird myself. But my real thoughts, 
comfortably seated in the dim lit cabin with 
a goodly supply of Scotland’s very best, 
were upon the coming weekends. 

The history of international benchrest 
competition is pathetically brief, if one 
overlooks the neighborly shooting between 
Yanks and Canadians. Except for those 
who took part in the two pilgrimages to 
Australia in’76 and ’79, we’ve had precious 
little exposure to the foreign group 
shooters. We happen to decry this state of 
affairs, and one of our longest held and 
most cherished dreams was to visit our 
peers in Europe, and to take part in 
shoulder to shoulder competition. 

Pete Hammerich, that Yank-Without- 
Portfolio, is one of the ‘‘doers’’ in our game, 
and it was Pete who devoted some three 
years to making the dream a reality. In this 
instance he had the enthusiastic support of 
Bartholemy (‘‘Mimi’’) Cauvin who was 
willing to organize a second weekend of 
shooting in France. 

Details were worked out at last year’s 
Super Shoot — well, kind of. What was 
settled were the dates and venues. What 
had to be done was collect those interested 
in making the trip, and work out the “‘minor’’ 
problems of logistics: getting everybody 
there, having a place to stay, arranging 
suitable activities for the non-shooting 
wives, etc. Transport was number one, and 
Steve Gibbons offered to make the air 
arrangements through Delta Airlines, for 
whom he flies. Steve also took care of 
arrangements for London where we 
planned to go after the match in France.

Wiesbaden, September 29-30, 1984 


There were forty-two shooters from six 
countries: Austria, France, Germany, Italy, 
Switzerland and the States. At the risk of 
sounding trite, there was magic in the air. 
Everyone sensed this was something 
unique — never again would there be a 
“first” time. Language seemed to pose no 
problems — we managed to communicate, 
one way or the other. 

The loading area was completely en- 
closed. When one’s relay was called to the 
line he picked up his rifle and passed 
through a door into, for lack of a better term, 
the ‘‘shooting room’’. The benches, while 
portable, were quite stable. There were a 
total of eight, six in an undivided line, plus 
another two in a ‘“‘private’’ cubicle. Baffles 
assured no shot would be fired above the 
backstop, and there were supporting 
members which narrowly restricted one’s 
sighting line. (Don Geraci discovered the 
wisdom of actually moving one of the 
benches; the flight of the bullet was being 
affected by its proximity to those ‘‘walls’’.) 

Range commands, of course, were given 
in German. We had discussed this amongst 
ourselves, and agreed that we wouldn't fire 
until someone who understood the 
language pulled a trigger. Otherwise, 
though, everything was routine, and after a 
couple of relays we were as much at home 
as we would have been at Council Cup or 
Kelbly’s. 

It became apparent, almost immediately, 
that the Europeans were not just about to 
fall over and play dead. Toni Negri (Italy) laid 
down an .090 in the first match, and it held 
up as small group at 100 meters. Other 
match winners were Erika Boell (Germany) 
.134; Skip Gordon .092; Rubertelli (Italy) 
.152; and Luigi Casanova (Italy) .100.

would stop blowing. (They did, and it didn’t.) 

On Saturday morning it was sunny and 
pleasant when we left the Negresco for the 
range. ‘‘Aha’’, thought we, ‘‘this is what 
shooting on the French Riviera is supposed 
to be like.”’ By the time we reached the 
range, however, the skies had started to 
cloud over, and the wind was both brisk and 
cold. ‘‘Aha’’, thought we, ‘“‘this is not 
precisely what we had in mind.” 

The range was on a par with the majority 
of those in the States. There are 18 con- 
crete benches, though only 10 were to be 
used; the space behind the other 8 was 
used as a reloading area. The benches are 
immense, a full six feet long; we discovered 
the handgun silhouette shooters use them 


for Unlimited class competition in which ' 


many competitors lie down. 

The smallest group of the day at 100 
meters was fired by Willy Unterganschnigg 
from Austria — a tidy .145 in the second 
match. (You may remember Willy from the 
1983 Super Shoot. He’s a grand fellow, but 
his name is impossible .... even for the 
Europeans .... and he was listed on all 
score sheets as ‘‘Willy’’.) Other matches 
were won by Skip Gordon (.215 and .179), 
George Kelbly (.167) and Roger Serain 
(.226). 

By the end of the day there were only two 
subjects of conversation; conditions, and 
Roger Serain’s ability to cope with them. 
Roger, incidentally, is not a local shooter; 
he’s from the north of France, and should, 
in our opinion, have been as confused as 
the rest of us.

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Rebuilding A Benchrest Rifle 


by 


Geo. M. Fullmer 


Dear Dave, 

When one is interested in accuracy rifles, 
each one of them that comes through the 
door is fascinating ..... be it a new rifle, 
with gleaming, unblemished paint on the 
fiberglass stock, an unscratched blue on 
the action, and a mirror-like finish on the 
stainless steel barrel or a beat-up 
critter that looks as if it surely was fired in 
the Johnstown 1947 match. When the day 
comes that | have no interest in a rifle built 
for accuracy be the workmanship 
good, bad, or indifferent call the 
doctor there’s something seriously 
wrong. The pursuit of rifle accuracy, with 
it’s successes, it’s failures, it’s discoveries, 
and it’s frustrations ..... is worthy of the 
attention and the years 
inquisitive minds and it is still as 
fascinating to me today as it was a score 
or more years ago. 

A rifle was recently sent into our shop 
from East Texas. Basically this was a 
(seemingly) very nice heavy varmint class 
rifle, in 6 MM (?) caliber. The complaint was 


that it blew the heads off cases after two 
or three firings. A 40x action, with a Hart 
barrel, and a McMillan fiberglass stock, 
finished in a dull brown color; a glue-in job, 
without a recoil lug. Three fired cases came 
with the rifle. 

It appeared that the chamber was a6 MM 
Remington, that someone had run an im- 
proved type reamer into... .. to about one 
half the shoulder length, | would say, from 
a look at the cases. Interesting ..... the 
6 MM Remington Go gauge would not go. 
None of the existing factory or wildcat 
drawings that | have would collate with the 
fired brass. It would not accept any of a 
rather large number of gauges that | have 
here..... and friend, | gotta large number 
of gauges around here to try..... 

Decided that it was time to sit down, and 
sort of overview this rifle. tt APPEARED as 
if it had been assembled by someone into 
the accuracy scene, someone who read 
P.S. Certainly many of the steps taken had 
been written up in our pages in recent years. 
The bolt lugs had been trued, the bolt faced,

and the action glued in. 

Started this little project with the glue-in 
aspect of the bedding. | put a % round 
gauge between the barrel and the forend to 
put a strain on and using the system in P.S. 
a while back, heated up the inside of the 
receiver. In a short time the stock dropped 
off glad | picked up that relatively 
easy method from P.S. Picked up the pieces 
(so to speak) to see what | could learn from 
the evidence. 

The glue-in was a little less than a 
textbook example of how to glue in an 
action. The perpetrator of the vile deed had 
indeed roughed up the bottom of the action, 
as he is supposed to do. But the phone 
must have rung, or his shop caught on fire, 
or something like that ..... because the 
roughing stopped after about a half inch 
back from where the recoil lug had been, 
and that was about it..... leaving plenty 
of blued area, plus whatever grease had 
been on the bottom of the rest of the 
receiver. Since this is a metal-working shop 
only, | sent the stock off to Dave Saito for 
him to deal with. 

Took out the bolt, and examined it. No 
wonder that no gauge would fit. The artisan

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had faced off the bolt face all right, but had 
not removed the extractor, leaving a good 
sized radius behind it, so that the gauge, 
even it’s relief, was held forward of the bolt 
face. | further observed that the rear of the 
lugs, although faced, did not contact on the 
top lug; the bottom lug was contacting, but 
not enough. 

| removed the barrel, and found that the 
lug seat had been surfaced with a generous 
radius on the outer edge..... so large a 
radius that the outside of the bolt lugs 
contacted, and only the outer edge held the 
bolt. A touch-up with the file, and the bolt 
came back to contact. However the top lug 
still did not contact. 

Put the bolt body in my best chuck, which 
still runs to less than .001 run out, and took 
a facing cut on it’s base. Inserted my 
extension rod in base of bolt. The darn 
thread for the bolt sleeve was considerably 
out of true. Took facing cuts on the side of 
the rod until | got a true straight surface with 
abit of ashoulder..... pulled the bolt, and 
turned it around so that the new true 
surface was now held in the chuck, and the 
firing pin hole was in the tailstock center. 
Where the lugs had been surfaced now was 
.005 out. With a good sharp tool it was no 
problem to resurface the lugs so that they 
were even. Upon trying them with bearing 
blue in the receiver, they both cleaned off 
nicely, with even contact ..... and no 
* contact with that so large radius corner in 
the receiver. 

The chamber was next examined. This 
would take my 6 MM Rem. reamer with a 
large excess on the sides, all the way down 
and back; one would think that the head 
would be close to size, but no belt was to 
be seen. 

The barrel shank and % inch of the barrel 
proper were cut off. | went in there with the 
6 MM Rem. size-die reamer but the 
chamber still would not clean up. The 
chamber, as an afterthought comment, was 
full of tool marks, with large circular gouges. 
They had been sort of polished out, to the 
extent that even though marks remained, 
the chamber was egg-shaped full length, 
from one end to the other. Polishing with a 
split roll and abrasive cloth has been out of 
style for nigh on to fifty years now. Even 
with the amount cut off, | still had this 
egg-shaped chamber, so there was nothing 
else to do but to continue with the reamer 
until it finally cut clean. (Editor: that | sus- 
pect, was right about at the muzzle .. ). 

With a finally clean chamber, | enlarged 
it with the finish reamer, properly used with 
a generous amount of cutting oil, and 
constantly removing the swarf and chips. A 
chamber. was finished with no need of 
polishing of any sort..... as it should be. 

Well, we now have a chamber. Faced off 
the rear of the barrel tenon to a point where 
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| was .010 tight on the headspace. Then 
turned a barrel shank, and threaded it for 
the receiver. This had it’s faced checked 
with my threaded piece, and trued to the 
thread. Brought up the barrel to it’s contact 
with the shoulder, checked it for fit and 
contact with hearing blue, and brought it 
home. As tightening up a V-thread tends to 
make the shank collapse, | cut the 
chambers headspace on the tight side. 
When the barrel work was done, and the 
barrel brought up, the reamer was rein- 
serted, and | cut the chamber to fit the 
go-gauge with a light contact. On most 
chambers coming out of the shops, | use a 
go plus .001 gauge as a NO GO. Most of 
our chambers will interchange fired brass. 

The barreled action is now in the hands 
of Dave Saito for stock work. When Dave 
completes his magic, it should be a good 6 
MM Rem. varmint rifle. 

From an over-view of the situation, it is 
apparent that the person working on this 
rifle originally had read of the work that the 
current state-of-the-art says should be 
done when accurizing a rifle. It is also 


apparent that the fellow just dived in, and 
started re-arranging metal. That is simply 
not good gunsmithing. There is an old 
saying among machinists ..... read the 
print twice, and cut once. The good Lord 
only knows that I’ve heard that phrase 
repeated often enough in my formative 
years. The gentleman assembling the or- 
iginal rifle should have read the article twice, 
and then sat down to figure out both the 
letter and the intent of the article. 

It turned out to be an expensive rifle for 


the owner ..... when you have to pay 
twice for something, it often is. 
There exists an old story..... that the 


Emperor Napolean, when on campaign, 
would keep an idiot beside his tent. When 


sending an order into the field ..... the 
order would not go out... . until the idiot 
understood it. 


(Editor: | think I'd try that in our office 
eee except for the obvious danger..... 
after two weeks, they’d probably give the 
idiot my manager’s job. Probably the same 
goes for the P.S. Editor’s job. Can't be too 
careful..... ).

Dear Dave, 

Many years ago, | have forgotten when, 
| met Ray Biehler at a benchrest shoot at 
Johnstown, New York. | was much im- 
pressed with his personality, and his 
technical knowledge. At that point in time, 
| had for some years been making my own 
varmint and target bullets, using one of Fred 
Huntington’s Rock Chuck bullet swages. 
These bullets were about the same quality 
as the Wotkyns-Morse bullet .... which 
seemed to be the best available until the 
Sierra bullets became available. 

| could see many things wrong with my 
bullets so made, but there did not seem to

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be much that | could do about it with the 
tools that were available. | spent nearly all 
my summer spare time one year making 
bullets, testing them, and dissecting them. 
| finally made an acid solution to dissolve the 
jackets, but which left the cores untouched. 
Then things really came to light, looking at 
all those ridges and voids. It would also 
show where the jackets had separated from 
the cores. 

All the jackets available then were grossly 
oversize, so it seemed to me that they must 
be sized down to some .000 under the 
proper size of the bullet. It just could not be 
right to squeeze the jackets around the 
cores. 

We purchased our lead wire in spools and 
it had all kinds of nicks and scratches, and 
these did not iron out, even when the cores 
were seated under heavy pressure. It was 
impossible to cut this wire into slugs that 
were anywhere near equal in weight. It 
came to me that what was needed was to 
form the lead slugs to fit the inside of the 
jacket, and at the same time to blend off the 
excess weight of the cores.

It was then plain that what was needed 
was a set of 3 dies to do the things that | 
wanted . .. . first a die to size the jackets 
down, then a core-forming and bleed-off 
die, and finally a core-seating die, to expand 
the jackets in the core seating process to 
be fully expanded in the swaging die... . 
which today we know as the EU principle 
(expand up). 

| made some drawings, complete with 
explanations, and sent them off to Ray 
Biehler in Rochester, New York. He made 
the first set of dies for me, and then he called 
me on the phone, and related that he felt 
that this was such a good idea that he 
wanted to know if | would object if he made 
these dies for sale. | told him that | had no 
objection, and this was the start of B&A 
dies. 

Some years later | again met Ray Biehler 
at a Johnstown shoot. He then showed me 
some sketches of a bullet swage that he 
had drawn; it was a two piece design. Ray 
told me that Walt Astles and he had done 
some preliminary work on this design, and 
the idea was to make various ogive shapes 
that would interchange with the main body 
of the die. It was pretty plain that this would 
take some real precision fitting. | felt that it 
would be simpler to make several one piece 
dies. As | recall, Sam Clark, Jr. got in on 
these discussions, and the outcome was 
that Ray agreed, and he gave up on the idea 
of the two piece die design. And this is the 
story of the start on the B&A swages. 

On one of the accompanying drawings is 
an illustration of jacket draw dies, to make 
.17 caliber jackets out of .22 caliber jackets. 
| have two sets of these dies; believe me, 
they are precision made, and make 
precision jackets. As can be seen, the 
jackets just have to be centered on the 
punches in the dies as the start of the draw. 
It is really self-explanatory. 

In one of Ray’s letters reference is made 
to draw dies to draw very heavy .257 
jackets to .22 caliber. These dies are very 
similar to the ones made for the .17 caliber 
dies. The real differences is only in the 
means had to be made to get around the 
fact that the wall thickness of these heavy 
caliber jackets were greater than the 
amount of drawing. Plus the jackets had to 
be faced out the same distance as the depth 
of the pinch-off shoulder of the punch. This 
was necessary so that the pinch off method 
of trimming could be used. 

| did, earlier in this letter, casually mention 
that | had made an acid solution to dissolve 
jackets off their cores, but which did not 
touch the lead cores. The strange thing that 
happened was that during this treatment 
the jackets turned to sort of a brassy color, 
as if the acid worked slower on the zinc 
content of the jacket material than the

copper. That was, in a sense, inverted zinc 
plating, or wash. Some jackets turned the 
color of brass. | never had a chance to prove 
it, but | wondered if that zinc on the outside 
might not possibly prevent some metal 
fouling. | have some rifle cases that | dipped 
into this acid, and today, more than 35 years 
later, they are just as bright as ever. 
There is just one more thing that | would 
like to mention. Since we have such limited 
control over what takes place when we are 
forming the ogive of the bullet, some 
longitudinal ridges, or folds, will tend to be 
deeper on one side than on the other.... 
which just might tend to unbalance the 
bullet. So it was a good many years ago that 
| got the idea that this particular problem 
could, at least to some extent, be over- 
come. If, after the cores were properly 
seated, there would be another operation 
performed. | asked Ray to make for me a 
special core seater die deeper than normal, 
and a special ogive shaped point punch, 
with a nearly plug gauge fit in the die. He 
made the dies and punches as requested. 
The idea was to make a cavity in the dead 
center of the core. The idea behind the idea 
was that, since we know these ridges are

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irregular, the deeper of them would push the 
lead ahead of them toward the center of the 
cavity. You have then, in effect more of the 
jacket and lead on the same side of the 
bullet in relation to the center of mass, and 
the cavity large enough so that it does not 
close up in forming the bullet. In a match at 
Johnstown, the late Crawf Hollidge made a 
new record with these bullets. You probably 
can trace it back to that year. There is yet 
another advantage to this; it takes little 
more than half the effort to swage bullets 
this way .. . . they need less lubricant, and 
they come out nicer. The lead does give 
some backing. After the core seated 
jackets come out of the die, | put them in 
a chamois bag and roll them for a while, so 
that there is only a trace of lube left on them 
at swaging. 

| might mention that the ogive punch must 
have a little shoulder. Otherwise the lead 
flows unequally up toward the open end of 
the jacket. 

The attached B&A original catalog is 
yours to keep. It is quite interesting, and 
shows what they were producing at that 
time. 

Please excuse the writing, and my poor 
way of expressing myself. If all men are 
created equal, some .... like me.... are 
then a little less equal.

Dear Dave, 

When a benchrest shooter is in the throes 
of planning a new rifle, most of the com- 
paring, pricing and thinking goes to the 
barrel and action (they’re the sexy parts). 
Maybe even the scope. We just mentally 
think ‘‘glue in’, and let it go at that. A bunch 
of us down in the Texas neck of the woods 
are starting to give the bedding portion of 
things more attention than we used to. 

| do all my own bedding, using Devcon 
Epoxy Steel on steel receivers, and Devcon 
Aluminum on aluminum sleeved actions and 
Stolle Pandas; the theory is to better match 
the bedding to the receiver’s expansion 
rate. 

But over the last couple of years, Harold 
Broughton, T.J. Jackson and myself have 
come to agree on what we regard as a very 
important thing ..... a large portion of 
today’s glue-ins are actually only semi- 
glue-ins..... and only part of the glue was 
actually holding the action in. The voids are 
created by either a poor glue job initially, or 
by cleaning solvents finding their way into 
the bedding through front guard screw 
holes, or being a bit careless with the 
Marksman 's Choice around the rear tang. 

Unfortunately ........ the only way to 
tell if your glue-in job is in good shape or not 
ste Spastasen os is to un-glue it. About six months 
ago | had one particular rifle that was 
shooting so badly | was about to throw it 
into the trash can. We brought it back to life 
by ungluing it, and pillar bedding on G-10 
pillars, (G-10 is a glass fiber reinforced 
compressed epoxy much harder than 
aluminum pillars, and more compatible with 
the fiberglass or graphite stocks, plus it is 
amore stable material than aluminum, since 
the expansion rate is near zero). 

| just recently managed to win the 
CTBRSA Club Championship shooting this 
pillar bedded rifle. Frank Wilson was sec- 
ond, and shooting a rifle also bedded in this 
same manner. 

| have just sent Harold Broughton twelve 
inches of G-10 to experiment with. He tells 
me that he has a new Stolle Panda on order. 
| feel that this is a subject that would make 
a heck of a good article in P.S. Plus it would 
get people thinking about something that 
lately we have taken for granted. Send out 
some letters on glue-in versus screw-in. 

Besides being able to check your bedding 
with a screw-in, you can get away from 
something I’ve always disliked. .... having 
to sandpaper or file the bottom of a 
$500-$600 custom action.

PPC CASES 


Shortly before press time, the editor heard from Dr. Lou Palmisano, who is one 
of the two developers of the PPC cartridge (together with Ferris Pindell). It was during 
1984 that the two original developers of the cartridge elected to step out of any 
further active involvement with the cartridge case process, and this was the im- 
mediate background for Fowler Shooter’s Supply taking over the importing task. 

There has been considerable concern about when Fowler would begin receiving 
cases from Sako (in Finland) after they were able to finally have their order cleared 
by the State Department in September. 

Although Dr. Palmisano is now out of any active involvement, none the less he 
maintains a sense of parental concern. Hence his two phone calls to Sweden in 
the last month. Based on the two calls to old associates, Dr. Palmisano tells me 
that he has no doubt in his own mind that PPC cases will be available in the first 
quarter of 1985. 

More details next month; this is done in haste.

A simple and inexpensive gauge, to 
determine the exact length a loaded round 
should be, is now offered by Mike Gibbs, 
Fallon, Montana where the deer and the 
antelope play. With this gauge, a metal 
.224” cleaning rod and a common feeler 
gauge, the seating die can be adjusted to 
assure that the bullet of a loaded round is 
just at the lands or we can acquire any bullet 
jump desired without any expensive mi- 


crometers or Calipers. It is therefore an ideal 
tool for the average handloader. 

The gauge is made up of two bushings 
(S & Ab). One of the two bushings is made 
up of two parts (Ab) which are threaded 
together and each bushing has a set screw. 
See photo #1. A detailed instruction sheet 
comes with the gauge and makes this 
assembly simple to use with perfect results. 
In testing we found that we could duplicate

results obtained with other tools for the 
purpose. 

To use, we need a .22 caliber cleaning 
rod with a flat end cleaning jag installed, a 
feeler gauge which can be had for under 
$5.00 in an automotive or hardware store, 
and a pencil or short length of dowel. The 
bolt is closed and cocked, to load the bolt 
to the rear of the action. The gauge is 
installed on the rod and the rod pushed into 
the muzzle until the rod tip makes contact 
with the bolt face. The gauge is held against 
the muzzle and the two set screws snugged 
down. 

Next, the selected bullet, of the make and 
lot to be reloaded, after removing the bolt, 
is dropped into the chamber and into the 
leade. With a pencil or small dowel, the 
bullet is gently held against the lands. The 
cleaning rod is again placed into the barrel 
from the muzzle and pushed in to just 
contact the bullet point. The Ab bushing is 
held against the muzzle and the set screw 
tightened. 

The cleaning rod and jig now makes up 
a gauge that will allow us to adjust our 
seating die to assure the bullet will just 
make contact with the lands of that barrel 
with that make and lot of bullets. We adjust 
the seating die stem until the loaded round 
will just slide between the two bushings. 
See photo #2. 

If we want to obtain some level of bullet 
jump to the lands of our reloaded round, we 
screw out the bushing within Ab and with 
our feeler gauge, set the desired clearance 
between the two bushings of Ab with the 
feeler gauge. Photo #3 shows the gauge 
adjusted for a .010” bullet jump. Minor 
adjustments are made with the seating 
stem in the seating die and when the seated 
round will just fit between the two bushings 
we have established the desired seating 
depth preselected. So simple that even our 
Editor could do it! 

Although the above indicates that this will 
only work with a bolt action rifle, it will also 
have the same desired results with any type

action. The gauge was tried with pumps, 
automatic and lever actions with perfect 
results. 

Any change in bullet make will require 
resetting the gauge and often a bullet of the 
same make and weight, but of a different 
lot will stand a quick check because there 
are those instances that the ogive will be 
somewhat different within different lots of 
the same bullet. 

For those handloaders that have given 
little attention to trying different seating 
depths, this gauge offers an inexpensive 
tool to quickly find which seating is best for 
each of their rifles with different bullets. 
Often, surprisingly better performance will 
result.

Editor’s note: Merril Martin is a friend and 
contemporary of Geo. Fullmer, in California. 
Merrill heads a 165 employee machine 
shop, and also has a ‘‘for fun’’ machine 
shop in his basement. He holds a master 
rating in both big bore and pistol, and these 
days has been becoming increasingly in- 
volved in lead bullet-single shots. 

Merrill has authored a good-sized article 
for us on the benchrest portion of the Coors 
match, which will appear in the February 
issue. 

While discussing the article with Merrill by 
phone, he told me an amusing little story 
.... that | asked him to write me a letter 
on .... because | enjoyed the tale. 

While we seldom print articles or letters 
not dealing with rifle accuracy .... heck, 
there’s always an exception. 


Dear Dave, 

Geo. Fullmer, metal working gunsmith, 
philosopher, and quality control department 
in absentia for the major firearms pro- 
ducers, recently introduced me to Marty 
Fackler, the Colonel in charge of wound 
ballistics research at the U.S Army Let- 
terman Hospital near San Francisco. 


The two of us had many pleasant dis- 
cussions on firearms, calibers, and results. 
| told him about my African hunting ex- 
periences back in 1973, when | brought my 
Smith and Wesson model #29, a .44 
Magnum with a six and a half inch barrel 
along on safari with me. | took two loads 
with me; 240 grain Sierra hollow points 
loaded with 25 grains of H 110; and for 
plinking, 250 grain Keith SWC bullets 
loaded with greased felt wads, and 18.5 
grains of 2400 powder. Both loads would 
group around three inches at 100 yards with 
a center hold. Trouble was that on the 
relatively open African plains, most game 
was well over 100 yards away. . . . outnear 
the 200 yard mark. We were “‘holding over’”’ 
our targets by what seemed to us to be a 
realistic amount. . . . but missing the target 
regularly. We finally marked a tree, and did 
a little testing . . . . and found that a center 
hold was indicated all the way out to 200 
yards. Once we plugged that fact into our 
mental computer, the misses stopped. The 
natives were impressed. The white hunter 
was impressed. Heck, even | was im- 
pressed, | had my .375 H&H rifle for the 
serious work, but the .44 Mag was for lion 
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bait and camp meat. Our first discovery was 
that the Sierra jacketed bullets expanded 
too quickly, and did not penetrate enough. 
Since there was nothing else to try, we tried 
our plinker loads .... and found, to our 
amazement that those 18.5 grains of 2400 
with the Keith SWC bullets went clear 
through most large animals such as Wil- 
debeests and waterbucks. A clear hole in 
and out. They dropped most animals faster 
than the .375 H&H, to the surprise of 
everyone. A low velocity load, only about 
1200 FPS, but a hard enough alloy to hold 
the bullet shape. 

Marty Fackler invited me to bring my .44 
Mag over to their Army basement test 
range, where they had a very elaborate 
laboratory set up, including a chronograph. 

The orderlies moved large 60 pound 
blocks of chilled gelatin into place, one after 
the other, and when they felt they had 
enough lined up, he invited me to get on 
with the test. | did express some mild 
reservation .... that maybe they should 
get some more chilled gelatin out here. They 
shook their heads, smiled knowingly to 
each other, and told me to go ahead and 
fire. They took up position in a bunker on 
the side, and watched their chronograph. 

Not wanting to argue with people that 
probably knew more about the subject 
matter than | did, | fired a shot. The ob- 
servers came out of their bunker with a 
generally bored look about them, an- 
nounced that the velocity of the shot had 
been 1250 FPS, and they started looking 
for my bullet somewhere around the 12 inch 
mark in the gelatin. 

Myself, I’m the kind that will occasionally 
cheat, and go to the last page of a mystery 
novel .... to find out the answer without 
taking forever. | walked to the end of the 
test column, found where my bullet had 
come out the end of the gelatin, struck the 
far wall, and now rested on the floor. That 
matter resolved, | settled into a sitting 
position on the floor, with my back against 
the wall, and listened to the lads work their 
way up the gelatin column. By the time they 
reached thirty inches they were surprised; 
at forty inches they were incredulous, and 
at fifty inches some of them were beginning 
to show signs of hysteria. They finally came 
around to where | was sitting, and said that 
they had lost my bullet somewhere around 
the fifty inch mark, but that was where they 
felt it was, approximately. They were 
complimenting me on what they termed “‘an 
amazing performance’’, when | mildly 
pointed out the bullet, about six inches from 
the right foot of the speaker. They didn’t 
give me a lot of details (| was, after all, an 
outsider), but | gathered that this was only 
the second gun to make it through the row 
of gelatin. Remember that they had tested 
everything that the U.S. Army and most 
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foreign countries had to offer. 

They replaced the row of gelatin blocks, 
and extended it as well. | fired another shot 
from the .44 Mag. and this time no one 
acted bored coming out of the bunker. In 
fact, when | fired the shot, no heads were 
visible above the sand bags. In the middle 
of the last block; 152 centimeter of pen- 
etration, or 59 inches, if you prefer that 
method of measurement. It seems as if 
Elmer Keith now holds their record for sheer 
penetration into gelatin. We fired three more 
shots, and each time the bullet came within 
a quarter inch of the same depth. The bullet 
channel was impressive in every instance. 
My guess is that they will be cross sec- 
tioning and plotting this for weeks... . and 
talking about it a lot longer. Our velocity 
varied from 1225 to 1310, but the depth of 
penetration stayed consistant; very inter- 
esting for a plinking load. 

| do believe that several theories and 
beliefs on wound ballistics by the U.S Army 
are in for a few revisions. 

Myself, I’ll take my satisfaction out of my 
recollection of sitting there on the floor, back 
against the wall, the bullet at my feet, and 
listening to the lads work their way up the 
gelatin row .... ‘‘Wow, it’s gone through 
the 30 inch mark ....”’ 

“Keep on comin’ up this direction, son’’, 
| thought to myself. Elmer, you rascal, | wish 


you were here .... to enjoy this. There’s 
something mildly satisfying about having a 
small bunch .... like the U.S Army .... 


agog over your plinking load. Correction 
.... Elmer’s plinking load. 


Emory Tooly 


Editor’s note: Emory Tooly was the P.S. 
Editor in the 1969-1973 era, and he did a 
thoroughly creditable and enlightened job 
through that period. Now retired, and living 
in Sun City, Arizona, he is no longer involved 
in benchrest shooting, but maintains an 
enthusiasm for the subject of rifle accuracy. 


Dear Dave, 

Sorry to have got you out of a peaceful 
sleep the other night with my phone call. 
Guess | thought that Connecticut was the 
same time zone as Arizona. | do however 
appreciate your advices at the time that it 
is #?!*$! not. Just see if | call you with any 
more important news! 

Anyway, here is the brief scoop on what 
happened at the High Power Silhouette 
match at the Black Canyon range, in 
Phoenix, Arizona on September 9th, 1984. 
The two day weekend shoot was con- 
ducted by the Hassaympa Rod and Gun 
club. It was partly sponsored by the 
Thunderbird Cartridge Company Inc; the 
Company put up prize money, and eight 
pound cannisters of powder as prizes for 
the competitors. 

Dave, | do believe that the day of the 
recoil-less high-power silhouette rifle has 
arrived . . ..on September 9th, 1984, to be 
exact. On that weekend, at the Black 
Canyon range, Earl Hines bowled over 36 
animals on Sunday, September 9th. This 
feat is only 4 short of a perfect 40 score. 
Earl started off with ten pigs, eight turkeys. 
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ten sheep, and finished with eight chickens. 
Earl Hines did this truly remarkable 
shooting with an XP-100 action, mated to 
a Gary Schneider stainless steel barrel, 
chambered for the Remington 7 BR car- 
tridge in a 28 inch length, 1 in 9 twist barrel, 
with the Wayne Leek bulge-taper at the 
muzzle. Inside that 28 inches there is ap- 
proximately three quarters inch of tapered, 
cone-shaped, counter-bore. That is, 
theoretically, to cut down recoil. The throat 
is one hundred thousandths. The rifle is 
chambered to what Bob Pease hung the 
name of ““TNT”’, tight-necked turkey onto; 
the case neck is some .305. So the neck of 
the cartridge should be very close to .304 
O.D. after the bullet is seated. 

On top of the rig is a Weaver 25x scope, 
converted to 40x by Bill Ackerman. On the 
500 meter sheep targets, Earl tells me that 
he used a 175 grain Sierra spitzer BT bullet, 
ahead of 29.5 grains of 4064 powder, with 
the bullet seated into the lands. Seems like 
a pretty hot load to me. Hines feels that he 
gets approximately 2400 f.p.s. from this 
load. At the other three ranges he fired 168 
grain Sierra HP-BT match bullets, backed 
by 26.5 grains of IMR 4895. He figures 
about 2300 f.p.s. with this load. Federal BR 
primers furnished the spark. 

Many of the high power silhouette 
shooters are very excited about this 
equipment. It is well known, in silhouette 
circles, that the less the recoil, the better the 
score. This combination may be just what 
we silhouette shooters have been looking 
for. Some think that the 7 MM BR silhouette 
rifle will increase the popularity of the sport. 
It could be a revolution; we do not think that 
the Earl Hines score was just a ‘‘flash in the 
pan’. 

It is possible someone, somewhere has 
done better than a 36 in high power sil- 
houette ..... if so | do not know of the 
accomplishment. The previous high that | 
am aware of, also fired at Balck Canyon, in 
an NRA Nationals event, was a 32. 

As previously related, the barrel came 
from Gary Schneider, a P.S Advertiser. Earl 
Hines did the gunsmithing, and his address 
is 8458 Penna Blanca, Tucson, Arizona 
85730. 

I'm aware that silhouette is not your 
interest, Dave; but this was a big day in the 
annals of rifle accuracy, and I’m sure that 
you would be interested in something in that 
category. 

Even if you are (apparently) in a different 
time zone. 
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MY EARLY DAYS IN SHOOTING 


In early January of 1960, | found myself 
at Fort Dix, New Jersey, as an invited guest 
of the U.S. Government, for a 6 month stint, 
majoring in ‘‘advanced infantry”’. 

One starts one’s military career with a 
nasty little experience that is called the 
“reception center’, where one has one’s 
posterior run all over the landscape, from 
pillar to post, for eighteen hour days, along 
with 999 other similarly confused and 
harassed males of roughly the same age 
group, taking stupid tests, answering 
stupid questions, getting a couple dozen 
stupid shots in both arms and other places, 
and doing other stupid things to the point 
of complete exhaustion. Finally they ship 
you out to a basic training company, where 
they add terror to the characteristics that 
you experienced earlier, but as the sergeant 
said (actually screamed!!!) ‘‘Over in 
reception center, you were just a dumb 
s.o.b... . . well, here you’re still just a dumb 
s.0.b... . . but you’re OUR s.o.b.’’ Odd, but 
| can recall finding those words to be mildly 
comforting at the time. 

Only one event took place in reception 
center that was to have a bearing on my 
less-than-celebrated shooting career. It 
was the third day, in something called 
‘medical examinations and processing”’ or 
something. If they had only added a few gas 
ovens in a far corner, they could have filmed 
concentration camp atrocity scenes in 
there. There were a thousand of us in there, 
give or take a few who had mercifully fainted 
or something. Much of the medical testing

was being done by assistants to the 
assistants .. .. who did not seem capable 
of noticing that the fellow being interviewed 
had three arms and one leg. 

My brush with doom came in the eye- 
testing sector of the big scene. You know 
the way... . put your hand over your right 
eye, read the top two lines . . . . now cover 
your left eye, read the next two lines .... 
etc., etc. Just as | reached the testing 
station, the doctor... .oroptometrist.... 
or undertaker .... or whatever he was, 
decided that he needed a coffee break. 
Whereupon he grabbed some confused 
looking individual, and said, ‘‘Here, you test 
the next few... .I'llberight back”... .and 
thrust a handful of cards in his hands .... 
as well as my test form. The fellow made 
what | thought was a valid observation. . . . 
“But | ain’t got no idea how to’’, but was 
told that the answer cards were right there 
.... and the doctor (or whatever) disap- 
peared. | read about twenty letters on the 
distant charts, while the replacement wrote 
furiously, handed me my scoring card, and 
| was off to the next station. . . . where they 
stuck a lot more needles into me. 

Well, back to basic training .... and 
terror. Our platoon sergeant was one who 
believed that the best way to keep a platoon 
was exhausted and terrified, preferably at 
the same time. With our particular class, | 
would have to suspect that he felt he had 
succeeded, beyond his wildest dreams or 
expectations. Remember the way the 
whole movie theater jumped out of their 
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seats, when The Thing, in the original 
Howard Hughes production, lunged 
through the just opened door? After a week 
with this platoon sergeant that was nothing 
.... just nothing .... none of us would 
have batted an eye, even if we had been at 
the actual scene, let alone in a movie 
theatre. We were used to terror. 

One thing we found the first week .... 
we would all be called on to qualify with the 
M-1 rifle during our fourth week .... and 
GOD HELP the one who failed to qualify. As 
we listened to the sergeant get worked up 
on that subject, most of the group inwardly 
resolved that if they had no hope of 
qualifying on the last day, with only one shot 
left .... we would shoot ourselves. It 
certainly seemed preferable to facing the 
sergeant. These were the days of 
“trainfire’ .... man-sized silhouette tar- 
gets popped up at ranges from 50 yards to 
350 yards... . when you scored a hit, they 
sort of ‘‘fell down’’. A total of 112 shots for 
record, with 36 hits needed to qualify. 

The night before we were to start actual 
rifle practice, after along days labor running 
over hill and dale, and peacefully polishing 
my army boots, when a messenger burst 
into our barracks, and screamed ‘‘Private 
Brennan, report to the captains office im- 
mediately’’ at the top of his lungs. A deep 
silence .. . . everyone looked at me. Deep 
trouble, man. Reporting to the sergeant 
was bad enough, but reporting to the 
Captain was usually reserved for those who 
had attacked the general’s daughter on her 
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way to church. | threw on my uniform, and 
went tearing over there; anything to keep 
peace. Into the captains office, stride up to 
the desk, and throw a snappy salute.... 
to find the captain and the sergeant re- 
garding me unhappily . . . . most unhappily. 

The captain started asking me strange 
questions. ‘‘Private Brennan, who is this 


speaking?”’ “You're Captain 
S__.____, sir’. ‘‘And who is this 
standing next to me?” ‘‘That’s Sergeant 
B__________, sir’. The two looked at 


each other, and the Captain said ‘‘Well, he’s 
not TOTALLY BLIND, as this eye exam 
tends to indicate’. We then played games 
.... the sergeant held up varying numbers 
of fingers ... . and | gave them the correct 
count. The sergeant moved to the far side 
of the room, held up various fingers .... 
and | gave them the (correct) count. 
After a bit of this, intelligent people would 
have reached the conclusion that the eye 
exam was wrong. But this was the army, 
and if it appeared on an OFFICIAL FORM, 
it had to be right, by heavens. 
Whereupon the captain saw his dream of 
having one hundred per cent successful rifle 
qualification for his company going up in 
smoke... . after all, they had a blind recruit 
in the first platoon. It said so right here on 
the form, by heavens. By some means, fair 
or foul, they procured a set of eye glasses 
for me, with lenses so thick that | tended to 
walk stooped forward while wearing them. 
And | was ORDERED to wear them. They 
only relented when they noticed that | was 
walking into walls, trucks, tanks, whatever. 
Come the day of final practice .... the 
last day before the two days of record firing. 
It was snowing like crazy out at Fort Dix that 
day, and just before we started firing, the 
Captain got up before the company, and 
made this big inspirational speech .... 
“AND WE’RE GONNA GO OUT THERE 
.... AND WE’RE GONNA QUALIFY .... 
RIGHT, MEN?” One hundred and eighty 
voices roared back, through the driving 
snow, and the early crack of dawn ‘‘RIGHT, 
SIR’. There was a pause, and the captain 
added “EVEN THE BLIND GUY: RIGHT 
MEN?” One hundred and seventy nine 
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voices roared back “RIGHT, SIR’’. |had the 
decency to abstain on that one, as a party 
in interest. 

Well, | spent all day firing away, on lane 
number eighteen. The target would pop up, 
| would fire, and the target would stay up 
.... indicating no hit. At ranges from 50 to 
350 yards, the targets remained unim- 
pressed by my most sincere efforts. All the 
other recruits would fire sixteen shots and 
rotate off the line after sixteen shots .... 
me, they kept on the line, because | hadn’t 
hit anything. After a while, with just the 
sergeant shouting at me, the Captain came 
over to assist at the shouting scene, and a 
few lieutenants, and another sergeant... . 
and between the driving howling snow, and 
a group screaming at me that was now 
roughly the size of the Mormon Tabernacle 
Choir, and whatever . . . . well, my nerves 
were pretty well shot. 

Came back to the barracks that evening. 
The Captain called me into his office, and 
screamed at me for ten minutes. The 
sergeant screamed at me for ten minutes. 
The rest of my platoon treated me like the 
plague .... | was endangering their 
possibilities of qualifying as a platoon. 

Finally, | left the barracks. It was still 
snowing, and now dark, but | walked the 
five miles to the rifle range, out in the 
boondocks, by myself. | just had to talk to 
somebody about the sudden problem with 
my shooting .... someone who wasn’t 
screaming at me. 

| walked into the quonset hut that was the 
headquarters for the rifle range detach- 
ment. An angry sergeant asked me what 
the hades | was doing here. | asked in rather 


subdued fashion if | could talk to him about 
a problem with my shooting. He responded, 
in less than fatherly fashion, ‘‘No, and get 
the hell out of here; I’ve got a major problem 
here that | have to correct before the 
qualifications tomorrow’. 

| started to leave, and with my hand on 
the door knob, | turned. He may be 
shouting, he may be angry, but after all, he’s 
just another human with a problem. . . . just 
like me. Somehow, | felt sorry for the guy. 
| asked ‘“‘What’s the problem?’ ‘‘The 
electricity to one of the lanes is cut off. The 
targets aren’t going down and I’ve got to 
fix it in this snowstorm’. 

| asked the obvious question .... 
“Which lane?’’, and was told ‘‘Lane 
eighteen; now get out of here’. 

In the driving snow, | walked out to lane 
eighteen, my lane, and started looking at 
each of the pop-up cardboard silhouette 
targets, from 50 to 350 yards. Each of them 
had anywhere from a dozen to a score of 
shots through it. 

| walked back, five miles through the 
snowstorm and dark, walked into the 
barracks, everyone glared at me, but | was 
soon asleep; a rather peaceful sleep, some 


thought. 
Next morning, it’s the first of two qual- 
ification days .... 56 shots each day, for 


record. The Captain made (another) big 
speech. Anyone who qualified with a 
minimum of 36 in the two days would get 
a weekend pass, anyone who made expert 
(72 out of 112) would have a pass every 
weekend in the remaining weeks of basic 
training. Everyone cheered, even me.

When | started firing, on lane ten, it was 
still snowing like crazy. A funny thing 
happened though .... when | shot, the 
targets would go down with quite pleasing 
frequency. Somehow the sergeant got 
word of A MIRACLE happening on lane ten. 
He showed up; more targets were fired at, 
more targets went down. The Captain was 
sent for .... more shots were fired .... 
more targets went down. . . .soon!had the 
entire Mormon Tabernacle Choir back, but 
this time they kept a respectful silence. | 
would love to say that | finished first in the 
company .... but I'll settle for third in the 
company, and the ‘‘expert’’ rating. 

They carried me into the barracks, and 
the captain led the cheering. Some 
passer-bys asked someone from the 
second platoon what the uproar was all 
about, and one of them replied, ‘‘Oh, some 
guy over in first platoon just fired expert 
.... and the way | hear it, the guy is blind 


as a bat”.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


This month | would like to review some 
IBS Championship data and thoughts with 
all of you. The data, and thoughts are being 
presented so that individuals attending the 
Annual membership meeting or sending 
their vote by proxy can vote intelligently on 
the topic of the IBS Championships. The 
IBS has essentially conducted a three year 
experiment of including the Heavy Bench 
Rifle as one of the three classes in our three 
gun Championship. Idealistically this is a 
sound idea, since it promotes the use of at 
least two rifles and in some cases three 
rifles. The fact of the matter is that the move 
has negatively impacted on IBS Cham- 
pionship attendance while positively im- 
pacting on Heavy bench entries at the 
Championships. Graphs of IBS Cham- 
pionship attendance for each individual 
class and for the 3 Gun are included with 
this message for your reference. | will be 
one of the first to get an Idealistic Band- 
wagon and | do in concept agree with three 
unique classes (Guns) for the 3 gun agg. 
However, from a pragmatic standpoint we 
have to be realistic and structure our 
championships to suit the needs and wants 
of the competitive participants. If what 
participants want is a 3 gun that is HV, LV, 
and SP, then we should structure our 
program in that manner. Let’s face it — 
attendance at matches is what stimulates 
more competition and keeps clubs inter- 
ested in conducting matches. 

Looking closely at the graphs, one can 
readily see that attendance at IBS 
Championships in all three classes (HV, LV, 
& SP) as well as the 3 gun was on a steady

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increase from 1970 through 1978. Since 
1978, the LV attendance has leveled off 
with two disparities in the data (1980 & 
1984). Sporter attendance was on a steady 
climb through its discontinuation in 1981. 
Heavy varmint attendance peaked in 1978, 
and has settled around 125 to 150 com- 
petitors with two disparities (1980 & 1984). 
On the other hand, three gun attendance 
reached a peak in 1978 with a leveling 
through 1981 with one disparity (1980). 
Since the inception of the HB gun in the 3 
gun, the data takes an entirely different 
population. The 3 gun attendance declined 
38% after the inception of the HB (not 
including the 1984 data point). 

The Heavy Bench saw an increase in 
1980 when it was held at Kelbly’s and was 
combined with the NBRSA Championship. 
In 1981, it was held at Council Cup and 
interest in the cruiser was growing and IBS 
had the largest HB Championship since the 
start of the IBS. However, the attendance 
of 60 individuals was still a far cry from the 
varmint championship attendance which 
was running 125 people in the 3 gun. The 
HB attendance continued to set records 
once it was included with the 3 gun. 
However, how many of those competitors 
were competing in the HB class because 
they were interested in it? Not many is my 
conclusion based on the growling that is 
heard at matches. Many simply fired their 
HV guns or their HV gun with a heavier 
barrel so they could be a part of the highly 
touted “3 Gun’. The actual size of the 3 gun 
Championships also indicates that many 
simply did not show up to shoot at all. The 
HB enthusiasts are probably ready to lynch 
me at this point saying the conclusions are 
unfounded. Well my business is making 
decisions based on factual data. If one 
looks beyond the Championships for data, 
the conclusions find even more support. 
The HB matches other than the Cham- 
pionships show a very meagre attendance. 
The meagre attendance is explicitly 3 to 18 
competitors at other HB matches. 

And clubs conducting are included for 
your reference.
